Whether this 
spirit can be met and overcome depends 
on the good sense and energy of those 
who would profit by reciprocity with 
Cuba, for it is no longer the Cubans but 
Americans whose interests are most con- 
cerned in permitting trade. The situa- 
tion has changed materially since last 
year. ‘The agreement of the Brussels. 
conference for the abolition of bounties 
in the principal Buropean countries has 
improved the. market for. sugar. from 
Cuba, and the production as well as’ the 
exports promise tobe larger than in’ any 
previous year. On thie point the opifion 
of Mr. Bascock of Wisconsin, who has 
just returned trom a trip of observation 
to Cuba, is interesting. and important. 
He found the Cubans anxious for an ar- 
rangement with thé United States, but 
quite confident of their ability to secure 
a prosperous trade without.it. It will be 
remembered that the proposed treaty 
makes the valuable concessions offered 
by Cuba preferential as to all other coun-

THE MORMON SENATOR. 

The President seems to have been 
making the same kind of mistake in ob- 
ecting to the selection of the strongest 
and most popular candidate for the va- 
cant Senatorship from Utah that he has 
made in trying to force on two Southern 
communities local officials who were 
unacceptable to them. It is true that in 
deprecating the election of a .Mérmon 
apostle to the Senate it seems that the 
President is following the example of 
his predecessor. But while Mr, McKrtn- 
LEY might suavely and tactfully have en- 
dGeavored to dissuade the apostle from 
seeking the Senatorship, he would cer- 
tainly not have put himeelf in the posi- 
tion of seeming, either in his official ca- 
pacity or m his unofficial capacity ot 
party leader, te dictate to the people of 
Utah, or of any other State, whom they 
should choose to represent them in the 
Senate. . 

The case ts different from that of 
RoBERTs, whom. the House rejected, in 
that RoBERTS was himself a polygamist, 
that is to say, & ‘malefactor against the 
laws of the United States, whereas it is 
not charged that Smoor has broken. the 
law against polygamy or any other law. 
Moreover, the House was acting in the 
exerrise of its own prerogative, as the 
Senate would be doing if it rejected 
®mooT. “Each House shall be the judge 
‘of the elections, returns, and quelifica- 
tions of ite own members.” Bach House 
is entitied to resent anything that looks 
like an attempt on the part of the Presi- 
dent to usurp or to share its prerogative. 
The Evening Post has aptly reminded 
the President that he has.so often failed 
to make public the objections which, ‘n 
common with his respectable fellow-citi- 
gens, he must entertain to the moral 
eharacter and Senatorial. qualifications 
of’ Senators much nearer home. than 
Utah, that it is especially gratuitous in 
him to raise his voice against the choice 
of this Mormon by a ‘Mormon eommu- 
nity.

Yet the 
mines are so much undermanned that 
there is now only a third of the labor 
employed in them which would be nec- 
essary to work them to their full capac- 
ity, and although the work done by the 
natives is done in ‘other gold-mining re- 
gions by whites. The white labor of the 
Witwatersrand is of a higher order, be- 


Ing that of direction and superintend- 


ence, and the men who perform it are 
said to receive higher pay than corre- 
sponding workers in America or in Aus- 
tralia. 

But then Mr. Kipp insists that South 
Africa is a ‘“‘white man’s country.” There 
is every reason why whites should live 
and thrive there, if only..they could be 
induced to emigrate. The settlement of 
the labor question, then, which means 
the development of the country, must be 
arrived either by making emigration 
more attractive to white Europeans, by 
stimulating or assisting it, than ft has 
thus far been, or by the importation of 
coolie labor from Asia, or, finally, by in- 
ducing the natives to work-longer and 
harder and more steadily. As Mr. Kipp 
puts it, in the last case “ the native shall 
be obliged, if not by State compulsion, 
at least by the State regulation of eco- 
nomic conditions, to contribute his labor 
to the development of the resources of 
the country.’ This is rather a gingerly 
statement of the , but it.seems to in- 
dicate a system of forced labor which is 
not readily disti ishable from slavery. 

It will be I i the British problem 
in South Africa has several aspects of 
affinity with our problem in the Philip- 
pines.

This system, when 
in practical operation, reduces the force on a 
fair estimate one-fourth. Thus the positi 

1,125 men have been saved, which amounts to 
$2,475 per day, or $744,675. per year. We also 
prevented the introduction of the two-machine 
system in 137 shops, employing 9,500 men. It is 
safe to say that if this system had been intro- 
duced, the force of men would have been re- 
duced one-eighth; hence in this we saved the 
positions of 1,188 men, whose dally wages 
would amount to $2,613.60 per day, or $838. - 
056.80 per year. 

That achievements of that sort are re- 
garded with approval by the unions of Eng- 
land is well known, but it has been sup- 
posed that the fallacy of such reasoning 
was well understood in American labor cir- 
cles, It has often and conclusively been 
proved that labor-saving machinery, s0- 
called, never permanently decreases either 
the number of men employed or the amount 
of wages paid in any trade, but always, 
after a short period of readjustment, ; in- 
creases both. As Mr. Commons asked, after 
making his quotation, ‘‘ Can restriction of 
output be rationally advocated on the 
ground that it ‘makes more work?’ ” 
rationally, of course, but evidently it can 
be advocated.
